Kagan Grilled on Military Policy 



Court pick defends 
recruitment limits 
imposed at Harvard 

Washington 

Supreme Court nominee Elena 
Kagan clashed Tuesday with a 
Republican senator over the lim- 
its she ordered on military recruit- 
ers while dean of Harvard Law 
School, repeatedly denying she 
blocked them as she sought to 
deflect foes’ efforts to slow her 
apparently smooth road to con- 
firmation. 

Despite a testy exchange with 
the top Republican on the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee, Presi- 
dent Obama’s nominee soldiered 
through her second day of public 
testimony on Capitol Hill in good 
shape to win Senate approval. 

Republican foes weren’t giv- 
ing up quietly. Sen. Jeff Sessions of 
Alabama said he emerged from the 
long day of questioning more “trou- 
bled” about Kagan’s nomination 
than he had been previously. Dur- 
ing his sometimes heated exchange 
with Kagan, Sessions said her deci- 


sion to bar recruiters from the law 
school’s career services office over 
the Pentagon’s prohibition on open- 
ly gay soldiers was “punishing” the 
military at Harvard and creating 
a hostile environment for the mil- 
itary on campus. 

Kagan said she was trying to 
balance Harvard’s nondiscrimi- 
nation policy, which she believed 
“don’t ask, don’t tell” violated, with 
a federal law that required schools 


to give military recruiters equal 
access as a condition of eligibility 
for federal funds. She said she wel- 
comed the military and believed 
her policy of requiring recruiters 
to work through a student veterans 
group was a valid compromise. 

Sessions rejected her version 
of events and accused Kagan of 
defying federal law because of her 
strong opposition to the military’s 
treatment of homosexuals. 


Kagan was less willing to mix 
it up with Republicans who close- 
ly questioned her on controversial 
legal topics. 

She did call recent Supreme 
Court rulings upholding gun rights 
“binding precedent,” and said 
the court’s rulings mandate that 
in any law regulating abortion, 
“the woman’s life and the wom- 
an’s health have to be protected.”

BP to Aid Ailing Stations 



Brand’s fuel stops 
have taken sales hit 
since oil spill began 

Houston 

Oil giant BP PLC is floating a finan- 
cial lifeline to the owners, opera- 
tors and suppliers of the gas sta- 
tions across America that bear its 
name and have been struggling 
because of boycotts prompted by 
the Gulf spill. 

The head of a trade group that 
represents distributors of BP gas- 
oline in the U.S. told The Asso- 
ciated Press on Tuesday that the 
company is informing outlets that 
they will be getting cash in their 
pockets, reductions in credit card 
fees and help with more national 
advertising. 

The cash component will be 
based on distributors’ volume and 
will be higher for outlets along the 
Gulf Coast than for those else- 
where in the country, said John 
Kleine of the BP Amoco Market- 
ers Association. 

“They are going to get a check,” 


Kleine said. “They’re being given 
these dollars for use in their busi- 
ness.” 

He estimates the total package 
BP is offering at roughly $50 mil- 
lion to $70 million. 

Some BP-branded gas stations 
have reported sales declines of 
10 percent to 40 percent from Flor- 
ida to Illinois since the April 20 rig 
explosion in the Gulf of Mexico. 

BP owns just a fraction of the 


more-than 11,000 stations across 
the U.S. that sell its fuel under the 
BP, Amoco and ARGO banners. 
Most are owned by local business- 
men whose primary connection to 
the oil company is the logo and a 
contract to buy gasoline. 

Distributors would still be free 
to sue BP and seek compensation 
from the $20 billion compensation 
fund if they choose, Kleine said.

Google Changes Tactics in China 


Internet giant stops 
re-routing traffic to 
try to save its license 

Beijing 

Google Inc., faced with the likeli- 
hood of losing its Chinese operat- 
ing license this week, said Tuesday 
that would no longer automatical- 
ly direct users in China to its com- 
panion site in Hong Kong. 

Instead, Chinese users who go 
to Google.cn soon will land on a 
page with Google’s Hong Kong 
address, which they can click on 
if they wish. It’s a largely techni- 
cal move, but it removes Google 
as the one directing the flow of 


Internet users to censorship -free 
Hong Kong — and it’s a gesture 
that Google officials hope will 
assuage Chinese leaders. 

Since January, when Google 
announced it would no longer abide 
by Chinese government self-censor- 
ship rules, users going to its Google, 
cn site were automatically sent to 
Google.com.hk. At the time, the 
Internet giant said it was making 
the move because it had been sub- 
ject to sophisticated and repeated 
cyberattacks launched from China, 
aimed at hacking the e-mail of 
human rights activists. 

The batde between Google and 
the Chinese government became cast 
as a struggle for Internet freedom 
against an authoritarian Communist

government trying to block access to 
sensitive sites and topics through the 
use of blocking technology known 
as “The Great Firewall.” 

Google had hoped that by direct- 
ing its Chinese users to Hong Kong, 


where the Internet remains uncen- 
sored, it could keep its toehold in the 
lucrative Chinese market and abide 
by the laws, while making good on 
its pledge to no longer practice self- 
censorship at Beijing’s behest. 

David Drummond, Google’s 
senior vice president for corporate 
development and chief legal officer, 
wrote on the company’s blog that the 
new approach “is consistent with our 
commitment not to self censor and, 
we believe, with local law.” 

Google’s action “is a sign that 
they’re having a tough time,” said 
Jeremy Goldkorn, who operates the 
Chinese media Web site Danwei. 
org. “There’s a good chance they

A historic trade deal between China 
and Taiwan will ease 60 years of 
hostility and push their economies 
closer than ever, the latest sign that

At the signing of the deal in 
the Chinese city of Chonqquing 
on Tuesday, negotiators on both 
sides spoke of a new era in ties 
across the Taiwan Strait — where 
the threat of military conflict has 
lingered since Taiwan and China 
split amid civil war in 1949. 

Bilateral trade already totals 
$110 billion annually, and the pact 
aims to boost it further by slashing 
tariffs on a wide range of products. 
Taiwanese businesses are among 
the most eager to invest on the 
mainland, which the pact will pro- 
mote by formalizing mechanisms 
for dispute mediation and promis- 
ing access to new sectors such as 
banking and insurance.

The assassination of Rodolfo 
Torre in the border state of Tamau- 
lipas on Monday capped the dead- 
liest month yet in President Felipe 
Calderon’s military-led offensive 
against drug traffickers. Care- 
fully planned attacks — includ- 
ing an ambush that killed 12 fed- 
eral police officers — have served 
as chilling reminders that Mexi- 
co’s drug cartels can get to any- 
one, anywhere. 

Mexican officials said Sunday’s 
voting would go forward as planned, 
including in Tamaulipas, where 
Torre’s replacement as candidate 
of the Institutional Revolutionary 
Party had not even been named. 

But even as Calderon’s govern-

ment urged citizens to stand up to 
the cartels by turning out to vote, 
Mexicans increasingly see the car- 
tels as having the upper hand.

“What’s the point of 
having elections when a de-facto 
power is imposing its will over the 
will of citizens?” 

Throughout Mexico, the cartels 
have had a strong impact on this 
year’s campaigning. The mayor of 
Cancun, who was running for gov- 
ernor of Quintana Roo state, was 
arrested last month on charges of 
protecting two cartels. In Sinaloa 
and other states, assailants have 
lobbed grenades at party offices.

“What’s going on?” a startled Allan 
Valdez, 27, asked as he approached 
his usual spot on the platform at the 
Forest Glen Metro station on Tues- 
day morning and found it occupied 
by two Metro Transit Police officers 
carrying automatic rifles.

Spycraft and Lawn Care 

The 10 people accused of acting as Russian spies seemed adept at blending in 


Montclair, N. J. 


One hobnobbed with academics 
and entrepreneurs who shared 
his interest in cutting-edge sci- 
ence. Another spoke five languag- 
es and went to embassy parties. A 
third held herself out to be a ven- 
ture capitalist and hit the network- 
ing circuit. 

The 11 people arrested and 
accused of being members of a Rus- 
sian spy ring operating under deep 
cover in America’s suburbs appear 
to have been part of a slow and 
patient plan by Moscow to culti- 
vate contacts in the U.S. who could 
yield vital competitive information 
— not necessarily on weapons, but 
on finance, business and technolo- 
gy, intelligence experts say. 

“This is a long-term invest- 
ment by an intelligence service to 
lead those individuals there, give 
them general assignments and see 
what they can pick up,” said John 
Slattery, a former deputy assistant 
director of counterintelligence at 
the FBI who retired in 2008. 

Ten members of the alleged ring 
were arrested across the Northeast 
and charged Monday with failing to 
register as foreign agents, a crime 
that is a step down from espionage 
and carries up to five years in pris- 
on. An 11th suspect was arrested 
in Cyprus and accused of pass- 
ing money to the spies over sev- 
eral years. 

Prosecutors said several of the 
defendants were Russians living

in the U.S. under assumed names 
and posing as Canadian or Amer- 
ican citizens. It was unclear how 
and where they were recruited, but 
court papers said the operation went 
back as far as the 1990s. Similar- 
ly, exactly what sort of information 
the alleged agents provided to their 
handlers was not disclosed. 

The arrests flabbergasted many 
of the defendants’ neighbors. In 
a case that seemed to have come 
straight out of a Cold War spy novel 
or a Hitchcock thriller, many of the 
defendants lived what seemed to 
be utterly ordinary suburban lives 


— saying goodbye to their kids at 
the bus stop, taking pride in their 
well-kept lawns and flower beds, 
making small talk with the neigh- 
bors and even holding Fourth of 
July parties. 

In Montclair, N.J., neighbors of 
a woman who called herself Cyn- 
thia Murphy said that they detect- 
ed an accent, and when they asked 
where she was from, she said Bel- 
gium. 

The court papers allege some 
of the ring’s members lived as hus- 
band and wife; used invisible ink, 
coded radio transmissions and 


encrypted data; and employed Hol- 
l 3 rwood methods such as swapping 
bags in passing at a train station. 

“We’re from a generation where 
everyone was afraid of the Red 
Menace, of 007 and hiding under 
desks during drills — all of that 
stuff. There was real fear, so it’s 
shocking to see something like 
this,” said Alan Sokolow, a neigh- 
bor of Cynthia Murphy and her hus- 
band, Richard. “I can see it happen- 
ing in the mid-1950’s, but now, in 
2010, it comes across as more com- 
ical, with the low-tech stuff they 
said they were using.” (ap)

Second Thoughts 

With pressure for video replay 
mounting after two blatant missed 
calls at the World Cup, FIFA presi- 
dent Sepp Blatter said soccer’s gov- 
erning body will reopen the issue 
after the tournament. 

Blatter said Tuesday that FIFA 
deplores “when you see the evi- 
dence of refereeing mistakes.”

“After having witnessed such a 
situation,” Blatter said, referring to 
England’s non-goal against Ger- 
many, “we have to open again this 
file, definitely.” 

He said the International Foot- 
ball Association Board would con- 
sider changes at a July meeting in

Predicting LeBron’s Future 


James’ decision will dictate how 
NBA free-agent frenzy unfolds 

Pro Basketball 

Hey, LeBron, make up your mind! 

That’s what everyone from the people draft- 
ing the schedules to the ones designing the video 
games might be thinking once free agency opens at 
12:01 a.m. EDT Thursday. Because even though deals 
can be signed as early as July 8, few expect much action 
until LeBron James decides what he is going to do. 

“We don’t know how long the process is going 
to be, but the dominoes sort of have to fall,” Wiz- 
ards President Ernie Grunfeld said. “The top of the 
heap is LeBron, and depending on what he does I 
think will dictate the rest of free agency.” 

James is expected to begin welcoming his suit- 
ors to Ohio on Thursday, and perhaps he’d even 
decide that day — if he hasn’t already — whether 
he’s staying with Cleveland or moving on to chase 
a title elsewhere. And the Cavaliers aren’t the only 
ones waiting on his answer. 

The Heat Is On 

The dynasty Miami Heat President Pat Riley envi- 


sioned four years ago after winning a title with Sha- 
quille O’Neal might still be born. Dwayne Wade wants 
to stay in Miami. He wouldn’t mind having James 
join him. Or Chris Bosh. Or both. And if there’s one 
team that has the financial ability to get three of the 
top five picks in the 2003 draft together for the next 
few years, it’s likely going to be Miami. 

A person close to Wade said on Tuesday the 
2006 finals MVP has talked with James and Bosh 
in recent days but could not confirm an ESPN.com 
report that the trio met this past weekend in Miami, 
noting that Wade was in Chicago while Bosh vaca- 
tioned in South Florida. 

“I don’t look at it as recruiting,” Wade told The 
Associated Press. “I look at it as gauging, conversation 
between guys to see what they like. It’s not like we’re get- 
ting together saying, ‘You go here, I’U go here and we’ll 
meet in the conference finals.’ It’s not like that.” 

Other Players 

Besides the Cavaliers and Heat, the Chicago Bulls, 
New York Knicks and New Jersey Nets are consid- 
ered leading candidates for James and the other 
top free agents. 

New York can afford to sign two players to max- 
imum-salary contracts, which will start around 


$16.5 million next season. Mired in a franchise-worst 
stretch of nine-straight losing seasons, the Knicks 
could land any combination of big names and it would 
be an upgrade over what they’ve had lately. 

But even if they find multiple players who want 
to come to New York, the Knicks may be hesitant to 
commit until they know they’re out of the running for 
James. Same with the Heat, who need to come away 
with someone so they don’t risk losing Wade. 

Waiting Game 

For some, James’ decision is more than just inter- 
esting chatter. It’s business. 

The NBA traditionally releases its schedule in 
late July or early August but will almost certainly 
hold it this year until all the free agents are in place. 
Television partners ESPN and TNT will surely want 
plenty of Cavs games if James stays home, and prob- 
ably as few as possible should James leave. 

“We need to know in order for uniforms for next 
season, to finish setting the schedule, for our TV 
schedule, so all of our various licensees know what 
players will be in what uniforms,” deputy commis- 
sioner Adam Silver said. “So, it’s in everyone’s inter- 
ests that players sort out their team situations as 
soon as possible.” (ap)

The competition to build a better 
e-book reader is heating up this sum- 
mer. Amazon just cut the price of its 
best-selling Kindle from $259 to $189 
to keep up with Barnes & Noble, which 
slashed the price of its e-reader, the 
Nook, from $259 to $199. Each com- 
pany is feeling the heat from Apple's 
technologically supe- 
rior iPad ($499 and up). 

I’ve been a skeptic 
about the need for 
such devices.

The exhibit at the Marquette Coun- 
ty History Museum tried to dispel 
any misperception of “yoopers” as 
uneducated people. In fact, accord- 
ing to “Anatomy of a Yooper,” lit- 
eracy rates in Marquette, the best- 
known city in Michigan’s Upper 
Peninsula, are higher than the 
state average. 

Curious, I asked a guest at a 
cocktail party in the northern 
Michigan college town whether 
she considered herself a yooper, the 
word often used to describe Upper 
Peninsula residents. “Of course,” 
she said. “We’re proud of it.” 

Touring the history museum, 
I could understand why. Yoopers’ 
ancestors came from Finland, Swe- 
den, Norway and Denmark, and 
eked out livings by mining, logging 
and fishing. And although the sun 
was shining during my visit — and 
the beaches along Lake Superior 
resembled Miami’s South Beach 
with all the bikini-clad women 
lying around — the cold winters 
have certainly tested the yoopers’ 
survival skills. 

Marquette’s residents have 
another reason to be proud. Not 
only did this city of about 21,000 
make the National Trust for His- 
toric Preservation’s Dozen Distinc-

tive Destinations list for 2010, but 
it also scored the “Fan Favorite” 
award. The reasons are many, as 
I could see one morning as I ran 
along Lake Superior from down- 
town to a point just before the pic- 
turesque Presque Isle Park. Along 


the way, I passed the Lower Har- 
bor Ore Dock, which extends 969 
feet into Marquette’s harbor; the 
red Marquette Harbor Lighthouse, 
listed on the National Register of 
Historic Places; McCarty’s Cove, a 
popular beach with a volleyball net; 
Shiras Park, where you can gaze out 
at the Picnic Rocks in the middle 
of the lake; and Northern Michi- 
gan University’s Superior Dome, 
the world’s largest wooden dome. 

The Lake Superior Theatre, the 
DeVos Art Museum on the univer- 
sity campus, and the many small 
art galleries that dot the charming 
downtown once prompted John Vil- 


lani, an author who travels around 
the country in search of the best 
art towns, to include Marquette 
among his top 100. “You’ll find art 
an 3 rwhere,” said Phyllis Wong, wife 
of the university president. 

Since Marquette is a lake town, 
I was eager to hit the outdoors. I 
drove to Presque Isle, a small pen- 
insula with some of the oldest rock 
formations in North America. Dur- 
ing the summer, the park is popular 
with hikers, while skiers take over 
in the winter. Because only 15 of its 
323 acres have been developed, it’s 
a great place for wildlife viewing.

the chocolate bar — that melts 
at the sight of a tent. (In fact, 
the recipe for s’mores dates 
back to the 1927 Girl Scouts 
handbook.) 

The grown-up you still 
smacks your lips wistfully 
at the thought of the classic 
combo but could do without 
the inevitable sticky fingers 
and lighter fluid undertones 
on “blackened” ’mallows. 

For an urbane take on the 
campfire sweet, take a cue from 
creative chefs who look to the 
roasted treat as a muse but 
amp up the flavors with home- 
made tweaks.
